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How About It Arthur? 


Are you playing politics Arthur? 

Close observers of town affairs have been speculating 
for some weeks about what Moderator Arthur Williams is 
“up to’? — why he has delayed and delayed announcement 
of appointments to the Finance Committee. 

Now we ask publicly what many of his long-time con- 
Stituents have been asking one another privately, Is 
Williams playing politics with the moderator’s job? 

Late in April, Williams denied coffee shop rumors that 
he would dump the present Fin. Com. and replace its men 
with a group heavily weighted with pre-manager town 
officials. He did admit, however, that he was considering 
at least one of the former selectmen whose names were 
being brandied about. 

Despite denials, the rumors have persisted and numerous 
of those among the pro-manager forces, many of them 
party regulars who have stood by Williams in his GOP 
bids for state representative, have begun to wonder if he 
intends to twist the moderator’s responsibility for naming 
the Finance Committee to his political advantage. 

It is no secret that the Republican Town Committee’s 
endorsement of Paul W. Cronin as a candidate for repre- 
sentative in the fall primary was a bitter pill for the 
veteran politician to swallow. Andover’s GOP leadership 
had traditionally avoided primary endorsements so there 
was no mistaking the implications. 

Williams was like a bride left waiting at the altar and 
there is little doubt that some of the winning votes he 
polled in September were his because there were Repub- 
licans who thought the Town Committee had treated him 
shabbily. 

Those in the party leadership who had engineered 
repudiation of Incumbent Williams said they did so be- 
Cause they were convinced he had not been effective 
enough in Boston to win against a strong Democratic 
slate. They wanted a younger fighter in the ring. As it 
turned out, they needn’t have worried. Williams trailed 
the other two winning candidates from 12th district, but 
he whipped Cronin soundly enough to give him the last 
laugh. 

If it stopped with that, fine. But there are those who 
believe Williams may think he has found a way to re- 
taliate. If he should appoint an old selectmen or two to 
the Finance Committee, men who have never accepted the 
manager form of government as a desirable fact of life, he 
could effectively agitate still waters. His “‘watch dogs”’ 
could give the Board of Selectmen finance headaches and 
this Mr. Williams might not mind at all — Cronin is on the 
board and Chairman Philip K. Allen was instrumental in 
organizing the party faction that worked against the re- 
presentative, 

Whatever Williams’ intentions, he is belated in trans- 
lating them into action. According to the town bylaws, he 
was to have appointed seven voters to the Finance Com- 
‘mittee ‘‘upon the first day of the annual town meeting,’’ 
last March 1, Failing to do this, he should have made his 
decisions at least in time for the April deadline which 
applies to other municipal appointments. 

So far, however, the representative has said only that 
he needed time to study a list of possible appointees and 
that he was short of this time because of his pre-occupa- 
tion with state tax measures and other legislative issues, 

He is known to have asked at least two junior members 
of the committee to resign, presumably to permit a break 
with the three-year rotation System that is customary 
though not required, Why? Apparently he leans toward 
retaining certain senior members who otherwise would go 
off the committee this year, 

All this is part of the rumor web and none of it can be 
verified or discounted until Williams himself discharges 
his responsibility. Morally, he may have forfeited his 
right to appoint, but legally the job is still his because 
the bylaws provide for no alternatives. 

The present Finance Committee remains in power until 
discharged, but it functions in a sort of municipal limbo.. 
It is this group that must now consider and approve or 
disapprove the money article forthe June 21 Town Meeting. 

Since a special town meeting cannot be held without 
the blessing of the Finance Committee, one wonders what 
happens if the current committee makes its decision and 
a new one is immediately appointed which with the 
authority to take an opposite point of view? 

Obviously, the time has come for Rep. Williams to lay 
State worries aside long enough to permit at least fleeting 
attentjon to local affairs.

It is ironical, The same objec- 
tions voiced by Principal Miss 
Barrett concerning the use of Stowe 
School for overflow sixth graders 
were the objections that parents 
of special class students used, 
several years ago, concerning 
antiquated conditions at Jackson 
School, 

The great difference is that 
Jackson School houses the re- 
tarded, the physically handicapped 
and those who cannot adjust to the 
usual classroom situation, 

We parents were told that the 
changes which we requested would 
take time, Despite the fact that the 
State gives special aid and sets 
certain standards for these par= 
ticular students, we were told to 
have patience, 

I conclude that patience was not 
the only thing that we lacked, Our 
daughter, now fourteen, started 
Jackson when she was seven, All 


of her school life has been spent 


in one or two rooms of one of the 
oldest schools in town, This will 
be her only school life, There 
has been no warm water, no water 
cooler, only one or two sinks used 
for three classrooms, two toilets 
for teachers and the girls from 
three classrooms, a flight of stairs 
for the physically handicapped, the 
necessity of travelling to another 
building for lunch (and nohot lunch 
at all if they were naughty), rooms 
either too hot or too drafty, One 
improvement was accomplished 
after a fire inthe basement alerted 
officials to the danger of storing 
equipment containing gasoline in 
that area! 

So it goes, the helpless little 
outcasts who are as they are 
through no fault of their own are 
the ones who must learn to have 
patience! 

Many of these children are not 
going to have thetimethat it seems 
to be taking. In all honesty, it really 
doesn’t take much time at all, What 
it really takes is sincere dedica- 
tion, genuine interest, and the will 
to go ahead and move! 

So, I shall be interested in 
knowing just what the response will 
be to Miss Barrett's objections 
that Stowe is “hygienically un- 
sound and does not lend itself to 
sound educational procedures,”* 
Here, at last, we have an expert 
and not just a “‘complaining

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

The overcrowding that has been 
allowed to come to Pass in both 
the South and Centra] Schools, as 
described at a recent meeting of 
your Committee, reflects deplor- 
able inaction and leadership on 
your part and by Mr, Erickson, 
Certainly, this very substantia} 
overcrowding did not occur over 
night, Why were suitable measures 
not taken to prepare for the growth 
of the student population a year or 
two ago? 

The temporary solution pro= 
posed by Mr. Erickson and 
accepted by you will work hard- 
ships on the students and teachers 
concerned and subject them to what 
promises to be a totally unaccept- 
able school year, And what 
concrete steps have you taken to 
assure that the condition does not 
continue after that, or even get 
worse? 

I wish to suggest the following 
simple approach as much more 
painless than the one you have 
adopted, Take the number of stu= 
dents equal to one fourth grade 
class and one fifth grade class, 
Assign 10% to the Central School 
and 45% to the Sanborn School, 
selecting children residing closest 
to those schools, Since these 
children will be absorbed at two 
grade levels, it will cause only a 
small increase in the size of 
classes, The remaining 45% of the 
two classes would be distributed 
among the other fourth and fifth 
grade classes at the South School, 
increasing class sizes there within 
reasonable limits, 

I suggest the students out of one 
fourth grade and one fifth grade 
class be reassigned on this basis, 
since they will have at least two 
years to get to know their new 
schoolmates and teachers well 
prior to graduating, To do this to 
sixth graders, ready to graduate 
from the South School, might be 
very hard on thechildren involved,

West Church Offers Help 
In As Council Mediator 


West Parish Church has offered 
to mediate the differences be- 
tween the Andover Council of 
Churches and the Unitarian Uni- 
versalist Church, threatening that 
failure to find a compromise on 
the membership issue will mean 
the withdrawal of its congregation 
from the organization, 

In a 57-10 vote Sunday, mem- 
bers backed Rev, Bruce Van Blair 
in his protest of the procedure 
used by the Council in delaying 
action on a Unitarian request for 
membership until a restrictive 
preamble was added to the con= 
stitution, 

Council leaders said the request 
was tabled so that the organiza- 
tion could complete constitutional 
revisions already underway which 
would tend to ‘‘define”’ its scope, 
a move they though ‘‘fairer’® to 
any applicant for membership at 
a time of transition, The restric- 
tive clause to which the Unitarians 
object confines membership to 
churches willing to accept Christ 
as ‘‘Lord and Saviour,"* 

West Church officials have been 
in the forefront of the argument 
over membership and have now 
offered to form a committee to 
“mediate the differences,” As 
Proposed, the committee would 
include representatives from 
various boards and committees 
within the council as well as others 
named by the Unitarian Church, 

Sought is a means by which the 
Unitarians could accept full 
membership in the Council (an 
associate membership is possible) 
which would also permit churches 
wishing to “*identify with Christ 
to do so without loss of integrity,”* 

Rev, Keith Munson, Unitarian 
pastor, said yesterday that 
Officials of his church are willing 
to meet with a committee appointed 
by the Council to invite his cong re= 
gation to accept membership under 
the terms of the new constitution, 
But he added that by letter he has 
asked the invitation committee if 
the West Parish Proposal adds any 
**new dimensions”* to the question, 

Basic to the issue is the in- 
ability of the Lutheran church to 
remain in the organization unless 
all members are willing to accept 
the divinity of Christ, The Uni- 
tarians, Munson said, could go 
along with an organization which 
stresses Christian traditions with- 
out the ‘‘narrow’® theological in= 
terpretation,
